“Caretakers who have removed Yellow Stars from 
houses are ordered to replace the stars immediately 
under penalty of mternment.

Szalasy's fir’ act on seizing power was fo issue 
an “ Order of the Dav’ in the course of which he 
violently attacked the Jews. “ This is a war of 
independence directea against Jewry,” he deciared 
“It demands that everyone should join the tieht 
withoul reservation, without arguing, and without 
faltering, 

There followed a proclamation from the Arrow 
Cross, oldest and most notorious Hungarian Jew- 
hairline. Organisation, which stated: 

The Arrow Cross Party went into action im 
order to prevent oul fatherland trom Demme Sacri- 
ficed to the Jewrsh feudal capitalist mteresis.” 

The Hungarian Eastern Front Comrades Assacia- 
tion. another Fascist body, then broadcast their own 
proclamation in which they sdid that they had 
recognised trom the very outset thal sooner or later 
the Hungartan people would be brought to a most 
tragic pass by the so-called leaders of the nation, 
recruited from a capitalist clique under Jewish 
influence 

These calumnies were followed by the official 
German statement on the Hungarian situation, im 
the course of which it was stated that Herr von 
Horthy and the chaque of intriguers, cowards, 
traitors, and Jewish business interests surrounding 
hom had sabotaged every act of Sztojay 5s Govern- 
ment, and openly conspired with the enemies of 
the German and Hungarian Governments 

Previously, the German radio bad broadcast an

U.S. CONGRESS PALESTINE

War Secretary's Objection 
Withdrawn 


Mr. Henry L. Sumson, United States Secretary of 
State for War, who, together with the Chief of Staff. 
General G. C. Marshall, had on military grounds 
Objected to the United States Congress passing a 
resolution in favour of the opening of Palestine to 
unrestricted Jewish immigration and the establish- 
ment there of a Jewsh Commonwealth, announced 
on Saturday last that the military factors which 
prevented the passing of the resolution had lost their 
Strength and that political considerations should 
now govern the issue 

Emphasising that he had altered his mind after 
reviewing the situation, Mr. Stimson isays a J.T_A. 
report trom Washington) stated, “1 find that 
there is sull strong feeling among many officers 
in my Department that the passage of such a 
resolution would interfere with our military effort 
However, I do feel that the military considerations 
which led to my previous action m’ opposing the 
passage of the Palestine resolution are not as 
strong a factor now as they were then. In my

work extended, they must have appreciabic sums 
of moncy, and he was sure that the Jewish com- 


munity in this country would not be backward when | 


it realised the invaluable work that was being done 
by the Committee and the heartening effect which 
it had upon the large numbers of their own kith 
and kin in the various theatres of war to know 
that they, their fellow-Jews at home, were thinking 
of them and were willing to make 4 positive con- 
iribouen towards their welfare. 

He stressed that they would need not only moncy, 
but men and women, not in large numbers, but of 
the right type, who would be willing to proceed to 
the various theatres of war, there to take charge of 
the canteens and clubs and other organmatons 
which they were m course of setting up. An infinite 
amount of valuable work was waiting to be donc 
in the way of bringing personal contact from home 
to the Jewsh troops serving Overscas. 

Mr. Sigmund Gestetner -described his visit to 
Brussels on the first day of Rosh Hashana, and 
said « was an unforgettable sight to sce hundreds 
ot Jewish troops, mostly English, bul many 
Americans and some Poles, m the Synagogue mixing 
together with those whom they had liberated. To 
be m a liberated town was quite an experience, 
and even though one was only a few miles from 
the actual war front, the feeling of hopefulness was 
s® great that war as such- was momentarily for- 
gotten, 

But masses of troops created special problems, 
one of which would be occupation hospitality, and 
amusement for them in theyr spare time, The army 
ang the voluntary organisations were doing what 
they could.

VIGOROUS PLAN FOR 
EDUCATION 


To Be Laid Before Conference 
COMMUNITY'S RESPONSIBILITY 


“ The most essential condition for a successful 
aitempt at educational reconstruction would be a 
psychological one—a change of attitude to the 
value of Jewish education and to its place in the 
life of the community and the individual,” declared 
Dr. Nathan Morris, in giving a picture of the 
reconstruction of Jewish religious education in this 
country under the new Act, at a meeting of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board held at Woburn 
House last week. 

The Jewish education of every individual child, 
he said, was the responsibility of the community 
as a whole. He would put that as the first plank. 
It did not matter whether the father wanted i or 
not, it was still the community's task to give that 
education,. Given that, other things would come 
almost inevitably, a modern and intelligent finance 
system, and the training of teachers would be 
influenced by that national modern approach. 


Assuming we had that, be thought Jewish educa- 
tion should mode! itself on national education. 
There should be one central authority and local 
educational authorities, so that the general interest 
would be attended to ahd sufficient scope be pro- 
vided for the display of initiative and enthusiasm 
of any particular locality, There would be fve 
boards of education in the larger communities and 
ten smaller ones, and on top a communal “ministry 
of Education,”’ under the title of the Central Board 
for Jewish Education in Great Britain, —— 
should be proportionally representative of all thos 
authorities and financed in accordance with the 
numerical strength of cach community. 


The Financial Aspect 


The central authority would require about 


£10,000 a year for general and non-local functions. 


the training of teachers, production of educational 
material and books,. planning and policy, contacts 
with Government departments, mspections, and so 
on. The Weal authorities would require finance 
based on the cost per child per year—estimated al 
£S—which would mean that °a community like 
Leeds would require £10,000, London would require 
£50,000 per annum ; 

Here arose communal taxation. Each com- 
munity would have to provide and organise it for 
itself, The present structure of Jewish education 
was old-fashioned and obsolete. It was incapable 
of meeting the necds of a modern community. “ We 
must reconstruct it from the foundation,” the 
speaker emphasised. 

As regards numbers, the ideal was obviously, 
Jewish education for every Jewish child. But even 
in national education, which had matcrial and 
tangible rewards, compulsion was necessary. The 
only form of compulsion available to the Jewish 
community was rehgious tradition and the pressure 
of public opinion. Both of these were diminishing 
lactors. All that was offered the community was 
the satisfaction of a religious need. If they bore 
that in mind they would not be disappointed. Out 
of the 40 to SO thousand of our schoo! population, 
they aimed at providing an. adequate education 
for 20.000. Of the other 20.000 about half would 
maintain a scrappy connection and the other hal! 
would evade ail their efforts. 

Dr. Morris then explained the opportunities pro- 
vided by the new Act to maintain Jewish primary 
schools, establish a Jewish multilateral school and 
day nurseries, and give Jewish religious cducation 
in schoo! hours and evening classes. The Synagogue 
classes, he sand, had stood the test of unfavourable 
conditions. The main problem was a continuous 
effort at raising the standard of teaching. The 
Talmud Torahs had fallen on evil days. But they 
sir] expressed the spirit of Jewish education aft 
its best and intensest and if was necessary to keep 
as many alive as possible. 


Teachers’ Training 


Then they would have to have a _ Teachers’ 
Traming Centre—a Jewish Institute of Education. 
It would encourage the serious study of Jewish 
educational problems. Under the new. Act teachers 
in training were entitled to reliffous instruction as 
one of their subjects. The Ministry were giving 
tavourable consideration to a suggestion that Jewish 
students should be enabled to take Jewish religious 
education. 

Lastly, there was the question of adult education. 
They would have to make a strong effort to form 
a popular movement to spread education among 
adults. The problem of parents could not be 
solved by propaganda but by giving them the test 
of education. 

That was a sketch of a healthy and vigorous 
system, concluded Dr. Morris, wich had at its 
disposal a modern organisation in line with modern 
ideas. What to teach would come up before the 
conference to be held early mext year and was 
now being planned by the education commission. 

But Jewish education would have to have a 
more enlightened and more modern distribution of 
emphasis between the religious, social, and cultural 
aspects of Judaism. More attention should be 
given to recent and contemporary history aad its 
immense story Of the struggle of the Jewish people 


for spiritual and physical survival: @reater atten- 


tion to Palestine and its power to impress youth 
with the constructive vitality of Judaism; and more 
energetic efforts to afford to as large a number of 
our youth as possible access to original sources 
of Jewish knowledge with their never-failing power 
to influence and to inspire. Ali their considerations 
and ideas of content and method should converge 
On that one focal aim—to kindle im the minds of 
our youth a vision of greatness, justified pride 
coum not arrogance), and the firm conviction 
that Judaism has not only played its part in the 
past, but has gained the right also to influence 
the future, of which our own youth must be 
prominent and active builders, —

The 
conduct of the Palestinian Jewish soldiers had, he 
said, been a great factor in the creation of a Jewish 
Brigade. “ We still have a difficult road to 
traverse,” he said, “and it is Our duty to help 
you in every possible way in your rchabilitatioes 
in the country.” 


Over £5,000 Raised For Prisoners 


Mr. M. Rosetté, who presided, said the club had 
a proprietary interest in these Palestinians because 
they had regarded it as a great pleasure and an 
obligation to look after all the Palestinian prisoners 
of war while they were in concentration camps in 
Germany, It was not sufficiently known that during 
the time that the Palestinian Prisoners-of-War Fund 
had been in existence members of the club had 
raised no less than £5,500 for thé purpose of 
sending them comforts. 

They paid tribute to the part which Jews from 
Palestine had played in carrying the standard of 
the Jewish people in every battle-front. Their 
exploits and bravery, as Mr. Shertok had said, and 
the distinguished manner in which they served, had 
contributed in no small measure to the recognition 
given to the Jewish people by the announcement 
of the formation of a Jewish Brigade.

MP. Miss Eleanor Rathbone, MP.. Mr. S. 
Hammersicy, M.P., and the Canadian Ambassador. 
Mr. Leighton MoCarthie. 

Dr. Goldstein revealed a programme for a five- 
year-plan of post-war projects to absorb a million 
Jews in Palestine. He also declared that it is being 

sed that part of the German reparations to 
the Jewish people which might come out of the 

terms should be devoted to the capital lay- 
out of $1,500,000,000. His address also stressed the 
demand that “recognition be given to the right of 
the Jewish people to a separate place at the peace 
table.” 

The Zionist President also expressed condemna- 
dion of the recently reported terroristic acts in 
Palestine, adding, “The Jewish Community of 
Palestine disowns and repudiates the small band 
of terrorists, who are a menace to its security, The 
Zionists of America condemn the acts of violence.” 
He praised the establishment of the Jewish Brigade 
as “ a token recognition of the Jewish part in the 
war 

Dr. Goldstein declared that the Jewish people, 
which has.“ more at stake than any other, is a little 
weary of second-hand treatment at conferences of 
the United Nations. It seeks to speak for itself.”’ 

Speaking for the Jewish National Fund, Judge 
Morris Rothenberg stated that the American Jewish 
communities are cager to participate in the rehabili- 
tation of the survivors of the Nazi massacres and 
ther settlement on land in the Jewish Nationa! 
Home. He reported that the Jewish National Fund 
m Jerusalem has acquired since the outbreak of 
the war approximaticiy 250,000 dunams of addi- 
uonal land. National land possessions increased 
durmg last year by 60,000 dunams and made 
possible the establishment of almost 40 new agri- 
cultural settlements. 

Judge Rothenberg further called attention to the 
fact that of Western Palestine’s 27,000,000 dunams 
only 5,000,000, or approximately only 18 per cent. 
are under cultivation to-day. “If we take into 
account the widely accepted econoniic principle 
that for each agricultural family settled on the land 
there ts a possibility for three additigna! families 
m non-agricultural pursuits, it will be seen that 
the acquisition and reclamation of these waste 
tracts would increase Palestine’s absorptive capa- 
city at least by an additional! population of 2,000,000. 


Fourteen Million Dollars For U.P.A. 


u:. James Heller, National Chairman of the 
United Palestine Appeal, reported that out of the 
$32,000,000 sect as a goal by the United Jewish 
Appeal at the beginning of the year, $14,00%,000 
will be allocated for the United Palestine Appeal. 
“our share of the budget of $19,500,000 of al! 
Palestinian Funds.” He cautioned the conferdnce, 
however, that “ the goal for 1944 would prove io 

far from enough. The tremendous -budgct 
adopted by the Jewish Agency, the Palestine 
Foundation Fund, and the Jewish National Fund 
will not come near the actual needs for séttlement 
and services in Palestune.”” He predicted a defici: 
of nearly $5,000,000. 

Judge Bernard Rosenblatt, President of the Pales- 
une Foundation Fund, urged that the Jewish Agency 
be- given the right and privilege to determine “ the 
volume of immigration. No longer must we appeat 
as suppliants for a temporary haven. At least in 
one place designated as the National Home, the 
key to the door mtst be kept firmly in our hands.’ 
He called attention to “ German-owned property 
im Palestine in the Harbour of Haifa and near the 
port of Tel-Aviv, where a thousand Jewish immi- 
grants might be promptly accommodated upon 
property which may be set off in part at least against 
expropriated Jewish property in Germany.” 

Dr. Heller further reported that during the five- 
year period of the war; the Jewish Agency was 
largely responsible for the development of new 
branches of industry, promoting home crafts and 
handicrafts, and establishing a domestic and forcign 
market for Palestine products, with the resuit that 
the annual value of Palestine’s industrial produc- 
tion had increased from $36,000,000 in 1939 to 
$180,000,000 in 1943. 

A Sabbath symposium on Hebrew culture was 
the feature of a special session in co-operation with 
ihe Histadrut [vrit. Dr. Samuel Blumenficld, 
Dean of the College of Jewish Studies in Chicago, 
relerred to. Zionism as “ the balm, the sulfa, to the 


‘wounds and pains of Jewry in modern times.” He 


deplored the lack of religious spirit in Zionism and 
urged that “ to meet the full challenge of the present 
crists in Jewish history, Zionism in America must 
reawaken and energise the will to live and create 
within American Jewry itself. Such a resurgence 
of Jewish will to carry on can be achieved if 
American Zionists become aflame with the cause of 
Jewish education, of courageous intelligence, and 
creative Jewish living in America.” 


Mission Of American Jewry 

Other participants in this symposium were Mr.

UNFORTUNATELY WORDED 
“ WARNING” 


Dr. Hertz Rebukes Palestine 
Administration 


Under the heading “Terrorists in Palestine,” the 
ee letter from the Chief Rabti was printed 
in THE Toes of Friday last: 

“Sir,— You published this morning the announce- 
ment issued by the Officer Administering the Pales- 
tine Government and by the Commander-in-Chief, 
Middle East Forces, warning the Jewish community 
in Palestine that the acts of the terrorists can only 
‘Dring shame and dishonour to the Jewish people 
as a whole.’ 

“The wording of the warning is most unfortunate 
No responsible Jew anywhere endorses the senscicss 


crimes of the terrorists; and yet the Palestine Authori- 


ties seem to hold every Jew—the humbiest as wel) 
as the highest, in and out of Palestine—accountable 
for them. Moreover, they assert thaf these crimes 
bring dishonour upon the Jewish people as a whole 
This is the first time to my knowledge that a British 


_ administration anywhere has condemned an entire 


people for the acts of a repudiated few. Let me recall 
that the Mufti of Jerusalem was the acknowledged 
leader of the Palestine Arabs. He admittedly more 
than endorsed, he directed the Arab terrorist cam- 
paign in Palestine, and has now for some years been 
in Berlin collaborating with Hitler. But no official 
British representative has ever declared. that his 
misdeeds ee shame and dishonour to the Arab 
people as a whole.”

The Jewish Brigade Group 


Mrs. Edgar Dugdale, speaking on “ The Stor) 
of the Jewish Brigade,” last week, at a meeting o! 
the St. John’s Wood and Maida Vale Zionist 
Society, at 35, Abbey Road, N.W.,. deplored the 
letters written to THe Times by Col. Robert D..Q 
Henriques: and Sir Brunel Cohen, opposing the 
formation of a Jewish Brigade Group. 

Mrs. Dugdale said that she had that morning 
been invited to 77, Great Russell Street, by Dr.

She had seen some of 
them before at a dinner at the Angio-Palestiman 
Club. As one looked at them one felt that really 
in the spirit of these boys and in their history during 
this war the whole epitome of the Jewish war effort 
was bound up, and also one [clt that all Zionists, 
and especially Jewish Zionists, had tremendous 
reason to be proud of them for the share that 
they bad taken in past years in. building up the 
Yishuy in Palestine and im helping to support that 
community of half a mulhon Jews who had been 
able to produce that war effort of which they were 
the living evidence 


Aa Acknowledgment Of Jewish Effort 


The Jewisy Brigade Group was also one of the 
{fruits of that war effort, she said. She was present 
at the last Zionist Congress in August, 1939, which 
directed Dr. Weizmann as teader of world Jewry 
to return immediately to London and tay before 


the then Prime Minister the resolution passed by 
Congress that the man-power in Paiestine be 
mobilised and used for the Allied cause Now 


after four years of disappointment and frustration, 
of cold water thrown from every direction. as far 
as could be. upon that spirit of loyalty and zeal 
and enthusiasm, a certam amount of ackflowledg- 
ment had been forced to the surface. and it took 
its first shape in the formation of the Jewish 
Brigade Group 

She did not, she added. wish to ge into the 
reasons Or the excuses given by the British Gevern- 
ment for not giving them what they had asked 
for, but time had shown what could be done by 
perseverance, because they would never have got a 
Jewish Brigade Group if it had’ not been for the 
a number of volunteers for the war effort in 
Palestine. 

As it was to Dr. Weizmann that the Zionist 
Congressehad entrusted its message of co-operation 


to the Government it was only right and proper, 


she continued. that the Government was now 
negotiating in the matter of the formation of the 
Jewish Brigade Group with the Jewish Agency. It 
was only the Jewish Agency and the British 
Government that could work this plan out. That 
had been proved both by the references of the 
Prime Minister in his statement to the Agency, 
and the fact that the War Office had very rightly 
determined that the recruiting arrangements shali 
be done in consultation with the Jewish Agency.

and colonial Soe the prisoners of starvation, 
have heard enough about the ideals of the Prophets 
of Israel, about the brotherhood of man, about the 
equality of races, and justice; they would like to 
see some of it in practice.”

THE PALESTINE TERRORISM 


Lord Strabolgi Urges Inquiry Into 
Police Administration 


Lord Strabolgi sent a message last Sunday to « 
United Palestine Appeal mecting in Wel@yn Garden 
City, in the course of which he said : 

“The recent wave of violence in Palestine, this 
ume from a smal! minority of fanatical young Jews, 
was condemned by all right-thinking people. Jew 
and Gentile alike. At the same time lM was necessary 
to look deep into the causes of this unhappy 


“There had been two violent outbreaks of Arab 
violence and a sporadic campaign of murder and 
intimidation which had gone on for years before the 
war. The leaders of these rebellions were in close 
touch with, and subsidised by, the Grerman Nervis 
and Italian Fascists before and during this war. 
Many British soldiers and innocent civilians had been 
done to death. The answer of successive British 
Governments was to try to appease the rebels by 
whittling down the terms of the Mandate, repudiating 
in part our policy and solemn pledge, and finally 
producing the notorious White Paper which would 
have made the creation of a Jewish National Home 
impossible and denied Palestine to the survivors of 
Nazi massacre as a refuge 


Policy Uaworkable 


“Everyone at Westminster who knew the real 
facts realued that this policy was only temporary 
and, in any case, unworkable. It was only a question 
of the right time to return to the original policy of 
the Balfour Declaration. But the admimistration in 
Palestine was carried on as if the British Govern 
ment and our Alles were supporting the Arab 
cxiremists. In their despair a section of the younger 
Jews and Jewesses thought they would try the same 
violent tactics 

“Mere condemnation is not enough. There should 
be a thoroughgoing inquiry into the potice adminsstra- 
tron and certain other aspects of the activities of the 
Mandate Government. We should hasten the im- 
evitable declaration of the new policy im Palestine 
and, above all, open its gates to Jewish immigration 
from the tortured countres of Europe.”

GERMAN SETTLERS TO. RETURN ? 


Forccasting the return after the war of German 
setilers to their Palestine colonies, the District Com- 
missioner for the Southern District of Palestine 
has refused a demand of the Tel-Aviv Munici- 
pality to make houses in the seitiement of Sarona, 
near Tel-Aviv, available for Jewish immigrants, 
according to a report published in the Arab daily 
An Dipaa 

The German inhabitanis of Sarona, says the 
report, have submitted to the District Commissioner 
a Memorandum opposing the demand of the Tel- 
Aviv Municipality, The Disirict Commissioner 
mvited the Tel-Aviv Mayor, Mr. Israel Rokach. 
to see him, and mformed him of the opposition 
to the plan by the inhabitants of Sarona. He added 
that the Palestine Government did not intend to 
deprive the people of Sarona of their houses and 
land, as even the expatriaicd would return after 
the war. 


The curfew imposed on the Wewish section of 
Jerusalem following the murder of Mr. M. T. J. 
Witkin, Assistant Superintendent of Police. was 
lifted after it had been in force for six nights. 


PAN-ARAB CONGRESS | 
Not For Immediate Future 


The pan-Arab congress which is to be. convened 
accordmg to the protocol adopted by the recent 
Alexandna conferehce will mot be held in the near 
future, the J.T.A. states that it learns in Cairo 
although fears m pan-Arab circles that the plan will 
definitely be dropped as a result of the Government 
change in Egypt have been allayed by a statement 
made on this question by the new Premier, Ahmed 
Maher Pasha, who said that the policy of rapproche- 
ment with the neighbouring Arab countries would 

fully maintained. He pointed out that it was 
i quesiion of national and not merely of party 
cresi.

safe. They should never allow themselves to forget 
the sufferings of the Jews in this war, nor, indced, 
the sufferings of all the countries occupied by the 
Gestapo. From the moment that Hitler began to 
persecute the Jews she always felt that one of their 
greatest mistakes was their acquicscence im, that 
persecution. They ought never to have tolerated it. 

The formation of the Jewish Brigades, said Lad 
Strabolgi, was a step in the recognition of the Jewis 
nation as a fighting ally of the British Empire. The 
Jews had fought nobly in this war, and now they 
had got their recognition. 


Same Rights As Scots, Welsh, And Canadians 


Mr. Hannen Swaffer said they met that night to 
record that at last there had becn done a simple act 
of justice, For a very long time the Jews had been 
asking for the same right that was granted to the 
Scottish, Welsh, Canadians, and all the others, of 
forming separate units; belonging to their own 
people. 

Si Patrick Hannon, M.P., said he was particu- 
larly proud to have the privilege to be present at 
that mectng and to porn with them im then magnifi- 
cent triumph of .at last and after a long and 
desperate struggle having the Jewish contnbution 
to the proces< of victory recognised as it was, Sir 
Patrick spoke of their indebtedness to Lord 
Strabolgi for what he had done in.the House of 
Lord« and in his public life for the Jewish cause 
and said Lord Strabolgi had played no small part 
in the achievement of the objective which they 
were celebrating that evening. He also paid tribute 
to Captain Helpern 

Sir Patrick said he was perfectly convinced, afte: 
40 vears of public life, that right through the whole 
course of mternational relations there had been no 
influence more salutary, more benchicial and whole- 
some than what the Jews had done in every com- 
munity under the sun, to stimulate the highest 
conception of the march civilisation. 

Mr John D. Mack. M.P.. Vice-Chairman of the 
Committec, said that Lord Straboig: had perse- 
vered in face of much Opposilon and criticism, and 
by his judicious leadership had been instrumenta! 
to’ a large extent in bringing about a magnificent 
picce of work. Sir Patrick was one of those who 
supported his motion .m the House of Commons, 
and although they did not desire to force a.debaic, 
they did desire to give an indication of the fecling 
in the minds. of eminent members of the House 
They owed a great dcbi to these gentlemen 

Referring to the oulrages m Palestine, Mr. Mack 
sard the Jews were a law-abiding peopk and would 
never resort, uniess there was no possible aliernative. 
to violence, It was contrary to the very principles 
of their people, and they regarded as reprehensibic 
any tactics which sought to undermine authority 
At the same time. the Jews had a magnificent case 
in Palestine and they. said to the British Govern- 


ment Recognise our and our difficulty. Be 
gencrous and understanding. You are a mighity 
Government and a mighty nation Give us this 


opportunity of establishing a national home.” 

Captam Jeremiah Helpern sani he had a very 
pleasant task to perform thot evening—to say 
«they had lived to see the Jewish 
Brigade. It was not all that they had been fighting 
for But 2 was’ something achieved in. that 
direction. 


No Partisan Politics In Brigade 


The Brigade, said Capt. Heipern. should have the 
support of all Jews of al! shades of poliical 
opinion. The Jewish Brigade must, therefore, be 
sponsored by a body which would be representative 
of all Jewish political organisations who were 
micresied m the formation of the Jewish Brigade 
Groups. The Jewish Brigade must not be a matier 
of political CONMLTOVETSICS. discriminations, and 
dominations by one or another political party. 
his was especially important for Palestine. Every 
party and every organisation should mobilise its 
full strength to enlist its own members through is 
own channels, The Jewish Agency was a very 
mportant body. But ii represenicd only those who 
were ifs members and supporiers. Recruiting must 
be done through a ceniral Jewish body, repre- 
senting all Jewish parties and organisations inter- 
ested. Unt! this was achieved, it should be carried 
out through the auxiliary Recruiting Offices of each 
political body concerned, in direct contact with the 
Government Recruiting Offices. It was obvious 
that men and women who did not belong to the 
Zionist Organisation or who belonged to the oppo- 
sion parties or these who were non-Zionists and 
wamted to join the Jewish Brigades, would not want 
to register through political institutions to which 
they did not belong and whose ideas they might 
oppose. He knew it was sometimes difficult to 
restrain party ambitions, but the Jewish cause was 
more important. 

Capt. Helpern extended his gratitude and moved 
voices of thanks to all those who had worked with 
the Commitiee for the Jewish Army and had helped 
by their consistent support to bring about this 
desired result, It would be quite impossible, he 
said, for him to mention al! in this country, in 
the United States, in Canada, and South Africa who 
were tO an important degree responsible for the 
creation of the Jewish battalions in Palestine and 
later for the Jewish Brigade Groups. But two men 
and one lady in particular must have special recog- 
nition—Lord Strabolgi, the President of the British 
Committee for a Jewish Army, and Lady Strabolgi 
and Senator Edwin C. Johnson, President of t 
American Committee for a Jewish Army. Among 
65 Members of Parliament who had supported their 
cause, they had to extend their deep gratitude to the 
Vice-Chairman of their Executive Commitiee, Mr. 
John D. Mack, M.P., who was responsible for their 
motion in the House of Commons, supported by 
S3 members and the supporiers of their Committee 
in the House. 

After paying tribute to a number of others who 
had worked for the cause, Capt. Helpern spoke of 
the valuable support which the Jewish Army idea 
had consistently received from Tue Jewisn 
Crronicie, which he described as “ The Times ” 
of English-speaking Jewry, “ the only- Jewish non- 
partisan newspaper, read by every Jew and many a 
non-Jew in Great Britain who was lucky enough to 
get it.” As for the tributes which had been paid 
to himself, he said thai he regarded himself as 
merely a Jewish soldicr who had done his duty.

The story of how Jews, disregarding the cno: mous 
risk, helped to hide Allied airmen in Holland was 
tokd to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency correspondent 
in Maastricht by one of the airmen who reporied 10 
the Allied military authorities after the hberalion 
of the town, Several airmen were hidden by Jcws 
m seeret rooms. until the day of the Allied attack. 
Others were provided with false papers ane 
smuggicd into Belgium whence they escaped worme. 

The Nazis accepted considerable bribes. Border 
guards, if paid adequately, even winked at 
airmen crossing the Maas. = 

By means of bribery, some Jews “ bought 
Aryan grandparents. They had to undcrgo 4 
medical examination by a specialist who measut 
their noses, ears, and eyes and for 30.000 guilders 
testified that their features revealed “ Aryan 
descent. 

According to Dutch estimates, about 
quarters of the Jews of Holland, who before th 
war numbered 140,000, were deported >) the 
Germans. 

In Maastricht only six families, who went me 
hiding when the deportations started, remained of 
the S00 Jewish inhabitants of the town. The

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LUXEMBOURG JEWRY’S 
SUFFERINGS 


Entire Community Dispersed 


Ihe pre-war Jewish community of Luxembourg 
consisted of fewer than 3,500 souls. This once 
fourishing Kehilla has perhaps suffered more 
severely m proportion to its size than any other 
m the Nazi grip. According to a list found in the 
recently liberated capital, 8) members of the com- 
munity were deported. The remainder fied I! 
may be supposed that at least haif of those fugitives 
were later arrested in Belgium or in France. 

To-day only 60 Jews who are married to non- 
Jews and ten who succeeded in hiding during the 
occupation remain in Luxembourg 

The removal of the Jews beean in October. 194! 
when 325 of them were taken to the former monas.- 
wry of Fuentbrunnen. They were made to pay 

ex 100,000 marks for ‘the erection of barracks 
minal The inmates of this camp were deported in 
1942 There were several more transports of 
deportees and the last 100 Jews left in April, 1943 

In France and Beigium most of the Synagogues 
were intact, but Luxemboure’« main Svnag 
in Liebfrau Strasse was systematically razed to the 
ground Only a pile of stones remaims of the 
building. The Nazis attempted to sel! the site and 
the stones, but there were no buyers. The Luxem 
hourgers also refused to purchase Jewish houses 
wd shied at buying businesses. 


This proved to be a wise course. The first large 


restitution of Jewish property has already taken 
place following the return [rom London of M 
Marcei Cahn, for 30 years Luxembourg’s first 
Alderman and owner of a large cigarette factory. 


Collaborationists’ Loss 


A collaborationist Corporation had paid the Ger- 
mans 3,000,000 marks for the factory Linon his 
eturn, M. Cahn entered the office and said that as 
he was familiar with the business he might perhaps 
be able to help. When he told them who he was. 
the usurpers walked out. According to Luxem- 
pours law, their only hope is to claim from. the 
yermans the money they paid for the factory.

the Hungarian Army should come to an end just 
because a few Jewish hirelings and a tew misguided 
individuals had lost their nerve. The appea! then 
went on to threaten that those who had allowed 
themselves ito be poisoned by Jewish whispering 
propaganda would be the first to punished 
These people. the broadcast went on, did not care 
if thousands of Hungarians were deported to 
Siberia or shot by the Jewish Bolshevik Commissars. 
Listeners were enjoined not to forget for a moment 
the hateful Jewish faces of those who, not so long 
ago, had threatened they would soon be knee-deep 
in Hungarian blood. 

An additional cause for Jewish alarm is to be 
found in the appoimiment of the notorious Jew- 
baiter, Dr. Ferenc Rajniss, who has conducted a 
violent and continuous campaign against the Jews, 
‘as one of the three members of the new Regency 
Council. After Horthy’s undertaking some weeks 
ago to stop the deportation of Jews, there was a 
noticeable falling-off m radio and press attacks on 
the Jews. Rajniss, however, in his newspaper, and 
over the radio, intensified Mis hate campaign against 
the Jews. In addition to his appomtment to the 
Regency Council, Rajniss is also Minister of Public 
Worship and Education, an office which will give 
him full scope for his evil designs. 

A German radio reporter stated that clashes had 
taken place near a railway station in Budapest when 
Jews began tearing the yellow star from their 
clothing. According to this reporter, the Jews 
were attacked “ by the furious masses.” 

It is reported that Himmier and a German 
Waffen 8.8. Division have arrived in Budapest. 
This rumour has caused the greatest panic amon 
those Jews. believed to number between 200, 
and 300.000. who are still left in the capital. Free 
Hungarian circles in Stockholm assert that the $5. 
troops have orders to exterminate all Jews left in 
Hungary. It is also stated that Budapest Jews are 
attempting mass flights from the city, or are going 
underground. 

The Swedish Legation in Budapest has issued 
Swedish passports to 5,000 Hungarian Jews, and 
will issue a further 4,000 in the near future, 

Reports from Slovakia say that the Jews in 
Budapest offered armed resistance to the special 
Gestapo unit assigned to guard them. It is also 
stated that these Jews arc organised im fights 
brigades and are m sion of weapons, whic 
they have received from Jewish partisan groups, 
who are operating in the province of Carpatho-

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PALESTINE’S TROUBLES 
ON Wednesday of last week a statement was issued im the 
names of the Officer Administering the Government of 
Palestine and the Commander-in-Chief, Middle Eastern 
Forces, dealing with the acts of terrorism m Palestine, and 
concurrently, and in partly identical language, a shorter 
statement on the same subject was given to Parliament by 
the Colonial Secretary, Colonel Orrver Stancey. The gist 
of the Palestine ‘statement was cabled to us by our Jeru- 


salem Correspondent and published in our last tssue. it 
included a paragraph in which the officers concerned 


- called upon the Jewish Community in Palestine to recog- 


nise and discharge their responsibilitics and not to allow 
the good name of the Yishuv to be prejudiced by acts 
which, they said, “can only bring shame and dishonour 
to the Jewish people as a whole.” These latter words 
evoked -a timely and extremely necessary reply by the 
Crrer Rapp. who. in a letter to The Times, characterised 
them, only too truly, as “ most unfortunate.” This is the 
first time. he went on, “to my knowiedge that a British 
Administration anywhere has condemned an entire people 
for the acts of a repudiated few.” No official British 
representative, he pointed out, had ever declared that the 
misdeeds of the Mufti, who directed the Arab terrorist 
campaign in Palestine immediately before the war and 
is now hand in glove in Berlin with Hrircer, have 
brought shame and dishonour to the Arab people as a 
whole’ The discrimination thus shown against the Jews 
is, of course, a characteristic and poignant feature o! ther 
history. . But coming from responsibic British quarters, 
with the further allegation that the terrorism serious!) 
impedes the war eflort of the United’ Nations, the state- 
ment may justifiably be described: as ill-advised to the 
point of recklessness. What the two important officials 
have done is to give fo the Jew-baiters here and every- 
where a new, if in actual fact quite wrelevant, argument 
with which to pursue and harry the Jewish people. No 
wonder Jews have resented it and indignantly protested 
eeainst it. 

it should not be necessary..to repeat yet again the 
profound abhorrence which every Jew worthy of the 
name, both high and low, feels for the terrorist acts com- 
mitted by a few of their number. They include a floutmeg 
of the Jewish teaching which proclaimed on Sinai the 
elementary moral principle “thou shalt not commit murder.” 
They give material to the enemy.to blaspheme. They are un- 
Jewish, and totally at variance with the exalted ideals 
which have inspired the builders of the Jewish National 
Home. We are told by the Government that while verbal 
condemnation of the terrorism on the platiorm and in the 
press may have its effect, it is not in itself enough. We 
agree. But neither <lenunciation nor even the “ active 
collaboration” of the whole Jewish population in Palestine 
will end the present troubles, which, if the Government's 
allegations of the Yishuv’s non-co-operation are true, are 
guite plainly not a disease so much as symptoms of some- 
thing very wrong somewhere. The Jewish Chronicle has 
striven to obtain the facts about the Yishuv's condition 
and to set them fairly and frankly before all who are intent 
on realities. “Doth the wild ass bray when he hath 
grass, or loweth the ox over his fodder?” asked the 
afflicted Job. Would the Yishuv look on inactive—accord- 
ing to the Government's statement—at disturbances so 
prejudicial to its own peace and material progress, unless 
there were Many, Many wrongs and grievances working 
like poison amongst the public? To mention but a few 
of the more obvious of these grievances: There is intense 
dissatisfaction with the conduct of the local police, and 
on grounds that should long ago have broughi a searching 
investigation, There is a grossly irrational rationing 
system, which has irked and penalised the Jewish Com- 
munity. A local black market has been developed by 
non-Jewish elements into a veritable scourge for the Jews. 
The famine in building materials for housing purposes 
has operated with special hardship-—-and to a degree which 
in popular opinion is quite unjustified by war necessities — 
against them and others accustomed, where permitted, to 
live in civilised if modest conditions. 

And all these things and many more are scen not as the 
inevitable products of the war; they are, to a very great 
extent, regarded as the consequences of mistakes by an 
incompetent administration, in the face of which Pales- 


tine Jewry can only suffer and groan but for which they. 


have been powerless to obtain redress. Add to this the 
galling sense of frustration with which they are filled by 
their mability to snatch from advancing doom and receive 
into their National Home the many thousands of their 
tortured brethren to whom they yearned to give a brotherly 
welcome. Add, too, the grievous sense of insecurity that 
haunts them as they contemplate the uncertainty which 
shrouds the whole British position in Palestine, their 
ignorance as to British intentions, whether the British 
Raj means to stay or purposes to quit and “leave them 
to it.” It is easy to understand that Britons and Americans, 
reared in traditions of freedom, and knowing nothing of 
the unsettling anxiety, the wearing down of nerves, and the 


ghervating’ effect on public political opinion of: this 


kind of vague and incalculable danger—Britons whose 
home, in the largest sense, is their castle—find it difficult 
to appreciate the state of mind of a people whose lot 
is not cast in such pleasant places and who are constantly 
aware that they really do not know what the morrow may 
bring forth. One must also consider that Palestine Jewry 
have vivid memories of recent events when they were 
denied adequate arms to defend themselves against mur- 
derous attacks during the rebellion years, were told that 
the Palestine Government would defend them, and found 
that time after time this Government defence came too 
late or too ineffectively to prevnt massacre. 

Taking all these facts into consideration, is it to be 
wondered at if Palestine Jewry is found to be fretful, 
gloomily indifferent, and non-collaborationist with the 
powers-that-be? Was it intelligent anticipation on the part 
of the Government to expect that they would, in the cir- 
cumstances, turn. themselves collectively and unanimously 
into informers against their flesh and kin, however 
desperately -ill-advised, and deliver them to their pursuers? 
If the British Authorities knew only half of the horror and 
aversion which that word “ informer "—mosser—has, for 
generations, created in Jewish minds, they would begin 
to grasp something of the feelings which motivate ‘the 
Yishuv's attitude in this sad matter. The situation cannot 
be divorced from history, and to do so is to invite fatal 
self-delusion. History reveals a patiern in most nationalist 
extremist activities. It did so, ‘to take one modern 
instance, in Ireland: Instead of the timely redress of 
grievances, there came coercion, suppression. That, in 
its turn, inflamed extremism and accentuated violence. In 
the end, ali that happened was that instead of JOHN 
REDMOND, who threw all his influence into the Allied 
scales in the last war, the British got De VALERA, who 
stood frigidly aloof in this. No: appeals for collabora- 


‘tion, even if fully answered,.will not, if history is any 


guide, end the troubles. These troubles, we repeat, are 
but symptoms, and to remove them we have to go to 
their root causes, if they are not 40 grow worse and worse. 
We would add a word of warning to those Jews outside 
Palestine who are determined to remain Jews but who 
would faim disengage themselves from the Palestine prob- 
lem on the ground that it ts no concern of theirs. It 
is indeed inescapably their concern, however detached they 
may try to be. If any proof were sough{ of that, it would 
be found, almost startlingly, in the fact that the assertion 
was made that the terrorism in Palestine can only bring 
shame and dishonour to the Jewish people as.a whole— 
including, that is to say, the loudest protesters of their 
undoubted patriotism and the proudest participators in the 
hfe and honours of their countries. Destiny has made 
Jews a people or nation with a common tradition and faith 
associated inescapably with Palestine and if possible even 
more so with Palestine Jewry. Destiny cannot easily be 
undone, if at all. Better, then, that this sovereign fact be 
accepted and that such people realise its bearing onall Jewish 
and indeed also on British, interests and bring their gifts, 
their earrfestness, and their experience to its enfranchise- 
ment from present ils. That is a task of patriotism, 
Jewish and British patriotism combined, to say nothing 
of 8 importance to British relations with the United States, 
so deeply interested in the Yishuv. Something has been 
done by Jews of this type perhaps in instinctive uncon- 
scious acknowledgment of this responsibility, by way ol 
economic development. More, much more. remains. We 
urge them earnestly once more to think on these things. 


THE ONE SQUARE MILE 


THe debate in the House of Commons on the redistribution 
of seats produced a very lively discussion on a not very. new 
subject—the rights of the City of London in this respect. All 
the familiar arguments were advanced against the City’s privi- 
leges~-the allegations that they were undemocratic, that they 
truckled to finance and wealth. and so forth. Yet when al! 
that either fairness or prejudice can devise has been said. the 
“City” has some claim to uniqueness. It is not, and never has 
been, throughout its long and patriotic story, merely a temple of 
Mammon in which men forgathered to plot and scheme for 
material gain. It has raised the standards of commerce. 
integrity, and honesty in dealings betwecn man and man to 
a height known nowhere else nor in any other era. It has 
created and established the ideals of reliability and good faith 
in business. It has been a great centre of philanthropy alike 
for domestic. and foreign causes, a forum from which have 
resounded to the most distant paris of the globe the ideals 
and purposes of British statesmanship, and, above all. a 
citadel of freedom in its broadest sense. Jews. at any rate. 
cannot forget that here was fought and won their battle for 
emancipation. This may seem a mere appeal to sentiment. but 
sentiment does, after all, play no small part in the affairs 


of men. Witness, for example, the ties of affection which have 


been largely responsible for drawing the self-governing 
Dominions twice- in a single generation to the side of the 
mother country in her hour of greatest need. But above 
everything else the City of London has symbolised British 
probity. Its word has been always'‘its bond. To that extent 
it has contributed to the good name which this countrv has 
so long enjoyed, and thereby, too, to the strength which has 
enabled it successfully to weather succeeding crises. Such 
imponderables in international relations often produce very 
ponderable resulis; and we must never forget that without the 
services of the City t is extremely doubtful whether Britain 
would ever have attained her industrial position and therefore 
the means for her survival im the storms of recent years. It 
does not, therefore, seem inappropriate, or even so very 
undemocratic, to signalise these varied and immense services 
and the position which the City has made thereby for itself 
in. the national life by giving it distinction in Parliamentary 
representation. 


GREAT WORK FOR VOLUNTEERS 


A very interesting actount is published on page five of shi 
issue of the activities of the Jewish Hospitality Committee. the 
body which is principally responsible for welfare work for Jey. 
in the Services. This Committee, over which Lord Nathany 
has presided with selfless devotion and, it may now be claimed. 
with gratifying success and whose efforts have been < 
splendidly aided by the technical advice and assistance of the 
Y.M.C.A, and its distinguished Secretary, Mr. Willis. is now 
grappling with fresh problems. Its club work is following the 
armies on the Continent, and volunteer Jewish social worke;. 
are urgently needed to help in this most interesting if arduoy< 
service. This work will, in fact, be both for Jews and non-Jews, 
in the Allied Armies and Air Forces, the clubs, of course 
being open to all Allied troops. At the same time anothe; 
body, the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, is also calling 
for Jewish social workers to volunteesn for work under Unrra 
in dealing with the displaced civihan populations on the Con- 
linent, particularly Jews. Each of these two appeals call« 
primarily for volunteers of character and devotion, althouch 
obviously the distinct tasks involved will require varying 
qualifications, Despite the large numbers of the community 
at present in the Forces, there should, especially with the con. 
traction of the Civil Defence organisations, be a number of 
helpers available. Assuredly they can choose few’ nobler 
forms of patriotic and humanitarian service, few more directly 
gratifying to.their British no less than their Jewish sense of 
duty. Candidates, both men and women, who wish to know 
more about this work, should apply for details as regarde the 
Forces’. Clubs work to the Secretary of the Jewish Hospitalit 
Committee (37, Ludgate Hill, E.C.4), and in the case of the 
Unrra work to the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, at 7, 
Endsleigh Place, W.C.1. 


NAZI COWARDICE 


As one country after another “ disengages™ itself or is 
torn from the Nazi grip,.and. the lower the German spirits 
droop, naturally, the propaganda spinners of Germany find 
their job more and more difficult. During the past fev 
days, for instance; they have turned to the time-worn 
expedient of whipping up a fury against the Jews, this time 
giving it yet another new twist. Fantastic stories are being 
poured out, the burden of which is that the Jews are being 
appointed by. the Allies virtually to run the occupation of 
Germany. hey are even, Goebbels threatens, to be given 
back their citizen status—to such lengths is the wickedness of! 
the Allies ready, to go! And so on and so forth. Quite evidenth 
the Nazi leaders are in a blue funk and trying to reduce their 
herrenvolk to the same gibbering and miserable condition. But 
this silly manceuvre also strongly suggests another inference: 
for the idea at the back of it is that the Germans will k 
thrown into paroxysms of terror when they hear that they are 
to come under Jewish domination, which in turn suggests that 
the German people do know all about German barbarities. 
and the pitiless slaughter of Jewish men, women, and children 
by the million, and that they are conscious of some respon- 
sibility for participating in these horrors. Ntaurally, the Nazis 
hope that they will be able thus. to summon up from the German 
masses a much-needed extra ounce of determination to defeat 
the Alhes and keep the vengeful Jews out. Germans, of course. 
were never very Competent at assessing other people's mentality, 
always tending to judge them by themselves. otherwise they 
would not picture Jewish soldiers as an avenging host. But 
they and the Allied countries in general. can derive no little 
encouragement from the latest Nazi propaganda antics. The) 
show that the German defeat is drawing very near, and that 
the Nazis know it quite as well as does Admiral Horthy. 


Colonel ROBERT D. Q. HENRIQUES

ORGANISING ZIONISM IN 
THE PROVINCES 


Regional Conference at Leeds 


Presiding at the opening session of the annua! 
Regional Fioniat Conference, held on Sunday at 
the Jewish Institute, Leeds, Mi. David Fox wel- 
comed the delegates from Leeds, Bradford, Harro- 
gate, and Hull, and extended greetings on behalf 
of Leeds Jewish Representative Council. Mr. 
Fox introduced Mr. N. Raglesbers in his new 
capacity as Provincial Secretary to the conference. 

Mr. Englesberg said because of the increase of 
the membership from 5,500 to 20,000, three com- 
mittees had been set up some months ago: the 

tganisation, Political, and Education Committees 
Sine then the membership had increased to 24,000 
He stressed that it was important that the Provinces 
should produce their own lecturers and draw up 
syllabuses at least three months ahead. The Leeds 
Zionist Society's syllabus contained 24 functions 
within three months, and with no outside speaker. 
Mr. Englesbere reported that an Art Department 
had been set up, that a News Bulletin would be 
issued shortly which would go out to every membe: 
in the country, and that two new films had been 
produced. But it was up to the local societies 
themselves to create new life and interest in the 
Zionist world, by making (heir programmes attract 
new peopic, by taking an interest in the existing 
youth and creating new ones, Dy setting 
up Hebrew classes. and by suppporting J.N.F. work 

At the afternoon session which was opened by 
Councillor J. S. Walsh, Chairman of the Regiona! 
Council, Mr. Norman Jacobs reviewed the Zionist 
political situation and referred to the establishment 
of the Jewish Brigade Group. That it has bdeen 
created at such a late stage in the war had praved 
that their success had more political significance 
than military. At last they had de facto been recog- 
nised as a Jewish people: It was,.now up to them 
to strengthen the Yishuy by fund-raising for the

OVER 4,000,000 JEWS 
WIPED OUT 


Jewish Agency Review of European 
Situation 


The position of European Jewry was discussed 
by Mr. Eliahu Dobkin on his return to Palestine 
from Great Britain, Spain, and Portugal, at a press 
conference in Tel-Aviv, reports Palcor. 

Mr. Dobkin said that there were rehable grounds 
fer assuming that'a million-and-a-half Jews would 
survive in Europe, outside Russia and Britain, out 
of the pre-war total of six million Jews. It was 
hoped that more Jews who were at present in hiding 
from the Nazis, would emerge at the end of the war. 
It was estimated that half of the survivors were 
located in the Balkan countries. 

Rescue work, Mr. Dobkin went on, was carried 
out chiefly through Jewry’s own _resources, while 
little concrete help was being received from ovt- 
side. He reported that two shiploads pag be. 850 
Jewish refugees would shortly arrive in Palestine 
from Portugal. 

With the liberation of Europe, he stated, Jewry 
would be faced with the grave problem of those 
Jewish orphans (of whom 30,000 were reported to 
be in France alone), whose parents were murdered 
or deported to Poland. Many cases had occurred 
in France of Jewish mothers committing suicide as 
4 means of saving their children from deportation 
because at one time the Nazis did not expel children 
who were without parents, 
_ Mr. Dobkin disclosed that the Soviet Embassy in 
London had informed the Jewish Agency that the 
Soviet Government would not interfere with the 
emigration of Jews into Palestine from independent 
Balkan States-which the Red Army had now entered, 
but that difficulties of communication in these 
countries had not yet been removed. 

The Jewish Agency, Mr. Dobkin added, had 
decided in principle to undertake relief work in the 
berated parts of Poland through Dr. Emil Som- 
merstein, in Lublin, Ten thousand parcels were 
being sent monthly to Polish Jewish refugees in 

viet Russia individually.

His Work As Anglo-Jewish Historian 


Ihe President of the Jewish Historical Society, 
Dr. Cecil Roth, writes, im the course of a tribute : 


Where the reat of us boggled sometimes at the masse of 
matcrial, he confronted nt with the same persistence that he 
showed in all his other work. spending day after day in the 
Public Records Office, going through the original sources 
deciphering the most cramped hands, wading through volume 
alter volume of the least tractatic matcrialk The result of 
his labours was not an article, but a monograph The last 
word had now been said. in most cases. . Nothing remained 
to be added. and another corner of Anglo-lewish history 
had been finally and definitely investigated. His monograph< 
on medieval Eacter and Canterbury secured him a reputation 
among the local historians His biograpny of Aaron of 
York. the most prominent of medieval Aneglo-Jewish 
financiers. a contribution to the geien Of Henry in its 
wider sense. His History of the Domus Conversorum put 
the study of the Middle Period in Angio-Jewish history on 
a new basis. (Al these papers. with the exception of that 
op Exeter. are included. with several others, in his volume 
of essave, “ The Jews of Medieval England") There was 
an interruption m his historical work for a time when he 
was at the height of his activity as Miniter and Chaplain, 
hut when he returned to uw he showed the same vigour as 
ever. and after his retirement it became his principal solace 
and occupation He now acted. morcover, as editor of 
publications ip the Jewish Historical Society (of which he 
had served President in 1934-6), and its more recent 
volumes sho «af on cvery page traces of bis meticulous care 
Even during bis last iliness, before he entered the nursing 
home. he wrote asking me for some work to take with him. 
The community can ill spare such men, who as they pass are 
not, alas, replaced! So far as the Jewish Historical Society 
goes, | fear that it Will be unable to survive further losses 
such as it, has suffered by death during the past few years, 
of which that of Michael Adler, the latest, is Dy no means 
the lcast.

Mr. Cecil Kahn, presiding at the annua! meeting 
of the Jewish Home of Rest, held at the Trocadcro 
Restaurant on Monday. asked those present to 
stand for a munute in silent memory of the nurses 
and Secretary who were killed when the Home 
was bombed a few months ago 

They were doing everything possidie to get the 
Home started again, said Mr. Kahn, Sut was 
not as simple as might be supposed. The end wards 
of the hospital were demolished and the other 
wards damaged by bias The Nurses’ Home was 
half down to the ground and half condemned. 
There was the question of what the Government 
were going to do, but they did not intend to wait, 
and as soon as they got the hospital im order, they 
would reopen and house the stafl on the Lop floor 

As for finance, they had made an appeal which 
was going quite wet! would not be accepting 
their responsibilities af they put dack the Hiome as

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Family of Nations 


“ These are the families of the sons of Noah, 
after their generations, in their nations, and of 
these were the nations divided in the earth after 
the flood.’—(Genesis x, 32.) 


CONSIDERABLE portion of this week's 

Sidra is occupied with an account of the origin 

of the races and nationalities that inhabited 
the ancient world. As the flood destroyed all 
living beings except those that found refuge in the 
ark of Noah, the tracing of the origin of the nations 
from the sons of Noah became casy, and the com- 
mon ancestry of all races could be clearly demon- 
strated and impressively surveyed. The main 
branches of the human family were thus traced 
back to Shem. Ham, and Japheth, whose names 
were used in the definition of the ethnic groups 
which “.overspread the whole earth.” But why 
should “The first book of the Torah, whose maim 
theme is the story of the Patriarchs and their off- 
spring, devote so much space to the descendants of 
Ham and Japheth, and give thei genealogy ihe 
same attention as that given to the offspring 0! 
Shem. the progenitor of Abraham the Hebrew” 
And why is the blessing which Noah conferred upon 
Japheth recorded as fully and faithfully as tat 
conferred upon Shem, the two benedictions 
ultimately merging into each other? Our Sages give 
the reason very clearly and significantly. It was 
necessary. they say, to bring home to the students 
of the Torah that all.races and nationalities arc 
equaily near to God, and that the seiection 
isracl. the offspring of Shem, does not imply any 
disparagement or disregard for the other branches 
of the human family. The greater responsidiity 
placed upon the Hebrew Patriarchs and their 
descendants. to whom the Divine Law was revealed, 
did not entitle them to look down upon the members 
of other communities, or to treat other peoples as 
inferior to their own peopic This is also why the 
* Seven Commandments " containing the essential 
moral laws upon which human civilisation is based 
were given to Noah and hes offspring long before 


the Hebrew Patriarchs came on the scene as the 
worshippers of the one and only God And even 
though Noah himself associated the name of the 
Lord with “the God of Shem § when he pro 
nounced his benediction upon the eldest son. 
prayed at the same time that” God may eniarg: 
Japheth and he shall dwell wm the tents of Shen 


thus indicating, as our Sages observe, that the ciose 
association of the races and their co-operation ir 


whole. and would hein to reahse God purpos 
eon 


HIS aspect of Jewish teaching has always Deen 


stressed by the responsible exponenis of! 
Judaism as they were Of the 
differences between races and nationalities, and 


anxious as they were to maimtain the distinctive- 
ness of Israc! as a people destined to periorm a 
Divinely appointed task, they were always ready to 
acknowledec the virtues and attainments of othe: 
peoples, and to. stress the importance of ther 
contribution to the sum total of human achicve- 
ment Behind this emphasis lay the conviction 
that the different races and nationalities had bean 
endowed by the Creator with their distinct quaiitic< 
and characteristics, which could -and should. be 
used for the good of all. There has never been a 
movement among Jews corresponding to that. of 
anti-Semitism among the Gentiles There 
no term like “ anti-Japhethism or “ anti-Hamim” 
to be found in the annals of Jewish hastory or im 
the volumes of Hebrew literature. How very 
narrow, selfish and ungodly an expression used for 
the purpose of cultivating hatred or contempt fo: 
a branch of the human family would have appeared 
to the Hebrew Praphets and Sages.and to al! those 
God-fearing people who spoke of man as the child 
of God! Even the persistent enmity of the nations 
towards Israc! coukd not prevent the Hebrew sce: 
from proclaiming the Divine message: “ For | 
know their works and their thoughts: the time 
cometh, that I will gather all nations and tongues: 
and they shall come and see My glory ... And 
of them also shall I take for the priests and for the 
Levites, saith the Lord.’ Has the spirit of universal 
human brotherhood ever found a nobler expres- 
sion’ And could the vision of future peace and 
securny amdng the nations ever be realised unless 
this spirit ts made to prevail everywhere? 


HE eagerness of the spiritual leaders of our 
people to let those of other faiths and othe: 
races share in our ancient heritage and in the 
enlightenment it conveys was only matched by their 
readiness to learn from the best elements of other 
nations and to acquire some of their attainments 
which had the mark of Divine approval. They 
justihed this atuiiude by a reference to the terms 
of the blessing conferred by Noah on Shem and 
Japheth, which according to their characteristic 
interpretation of the text urged the association of 
aesthetic refinement (in. which the Greeks excelled) 
with Jewish piety and learning, of outward beauty 
with inner purity, of the graceful form with severe 


truth (Ow Sw For this 
reason one of the ancient Rabbis recommended 
the study of the Torah in a foreign language in 
addition to the Hebrew. even in the Jewish 
Academies, which as “ Tents of Shem “*’ could find 
room for “ the language of Japheth "—-""39 TT 


The Jewish conception of the family of nations 
dwelling together in peace and concord and mutua! 
helpfulness points to the goal which humanity must 
reach if it is to escape destruction by a new flood. 
There is no other foundation upon which the future 
peace of the world can be built, There is no nobler 
aim that could be set for the march of man.

PRAYER FOR DUTCH NATION 
Chief Rabbi's Request Of All Synagogues 


The Chief Rabbi has sent the following circular 
letter this week to Jewish Ministers in Great Britain : 

“In the enparalieied martyrdom of our Jewish brethren 
on the Continent. we are not blind t the aiffering of other 
peoples under the yoke of Nazi tryaeny The Jewish com- 
munities of Great Britain will, therefore. readily respond to 
the request of the Prime Minister of Holland that they, hike 
the other religious denominations, pray for the Dutch 
nation to be saved from destruction and famine now 
threatening Ms very cxrmtence 

‘I have accordingly set aside Sabbath, the 28th of this 
month, for such supplication on behalf of the nation that 
the pioneer of Religious Freedom and m 
Western Europe. It is fitting that the preacher in his sermon 
points out to what an appalling extent Holland's Jewish 
citizens share her suffering and agony.

MODERN POETS 


By AUNTIE 


UST a year ago, there died in Palestine a man 
who was probably among the finest and best- 
known of modern Hebrew poets, Saul Icherni- 

chowsky. He was born in 1873 in the Crimea and 
was educated there. Unlike the other great modern 
Hebrew poet, Bialik, he did not atiend the Yeshiva 
or any Jewish college but learned Hebrew’ and 
Russian, side by side, in a. modern school. by 
modern methods. His father taught him the first 
steps m- Hebrew Saul grew more and more 
imerested in its study and when at school he came 
under the influence of two Lathuanian teachers who 
were great enthusiasts for the language. 

Tchernichowsky was not only the acknowledged 

poetic successor of Biatik. but he also transiatcd 
into Hebrew classics such as Thompson's “ The 
Hound of Heaven” from the English and 
Sophocles’ © Oedipos * from the Greek. His poems 
have aroused great admiration, and they breathe 
a love for his fellow-men. The greatest of his 
poems is, perhaps, the one entitled, “ I Believe “-- 
* Laugh on. 1 stfil belicve in man. 

I tell thee as I see 

Lauah on, I still believe in man, 

For I still believe in Thee.”
